Liberia, is in a position not to 
state what he has read or heard, 
gathered from spuerticial writers 
on Africa, but what he himself 
has seen and experienced. He 
faithful to his government . and 
loyal to his race, maintained with 
dignity the responsible position 
with which he was entrusted. 
While the statistics were being 
read, and the events of his travels 
in Liberia, narra'ed, ‘our mind 
with rapidity recalled the many 
travels which we made amun 
the dilerent tribes,and the severa 
interviews held with energetic 
and enterprising merchants in 
reference to the better and cheap 
er transportation of American 
merchandise into the country. 
The following is what we said on 
the evening of the Ist inst, at 
the Literary:— 

“It is to be regretted that there 
is'nt avy better, quicker or safer 
way of transporting commodities 
from America to Liberia. The 
only rapid means of transportation 
is by steamer from New York to 
London, and thence by British 
and Weet African steamers to 
Liberia. This causes unecessary 
expense, having to pay tor cartage 
and storage, also double freight- 
age. We remember once of a 
consignment, treightage charged 
thereon exceeded the amcunt 
stated in the invoice. This in- 
convenience could be avoided 
by the establishing ofa line of 
steamers direct from the United 
States to Liberia. Let me here 
mention that the demand for 
American produce is greater than 
the eupply.
